French soldiers were killed and 10 
wounded, including two officers, in 
an ambush of French native troops 
(ay dissident tribesmen at the foot 
of the Atlas mountains. 


The fate of 15 Frenchmen and 65 


native auxiliaries who were caught 
in the ambush and unable to fall 
back with the rest 
of the French 


force to the base at Ait Takoub was 
unknown. Reinforcements have been 
dispatched to the area with retribu- 
tive measures not unlikely.

Bill to Repeal Wisconsin

Madison—C45)—Lieut. GOT. Henry 


A. Huber today turned the full force 
of a vigorous oratorical attack upon 
the uniform 
small loans law,* and 


urged the upper house to pass Sen- 
ator P. J. Smith's bill which would 
repeal the act. 


"The small loans law 
cannot be 


called anything but a loan shark 
law," he said, "and there is no justi- 
fication for keeping it on the books. 
People in desperate financial circum- 
stances should not be 'soaked' 42 
per cent interest a year.'' 


Huber denounced 
as "cowardly" 


the action of former Governor Zim- 
merman in allowing the bill to be- 
come a law without his signature af- 
ter its passage in 1927. 


"You senators 
think you know 


how this loan shark law got on the 
statute books, 
but I doubt if the 


truth of the efforts that culminated 
in its passage will ever be known to 
you," the lieutenant 
governor de- 


clared. "I am not questioning the 
honor of any member of the 1927 ses- 
sion. I am only saying that in all 
my legislative experience, I never 
heard such 
sinister 
whispering 


about the methods by which a bill 
was passed.

The "medfly"; as 
it is being called, is not particular 
about the type of plant it utilizes 
for room ana board, so this whole 
basis of prosperity it is felt, would 
be seriously endangered were the 
pest to gain a foothold.

has drafted a resolution asking the 
federal government to exempt Wiscon- 
sin from the fold of 
prohibition. 


The resolution reads in part: ''That the 
federal government be requested to de- 
sist from 
enforcing the eighteenth 


amendment to the federal constitutioa 
in Wisconsin hereafter in consideration, 
of the wishes of the people expressed - 
at the polls on April 3 and the almo'st- 
unbroken line of support given by the 
state of Wisconsin to the Republican 
party." 


It is said the move Avas prompted by 


the "humiliation" to \vhich citizens of_ 
the state were subjected by the recent 
dry raid on the Republican gathering 
at Ripon. The assemblyman Avho con- 
ceiA-ed this idea must have heard of the 
protest adopted by the city councilof 
Green Bay against' the padlocking of._ 
saloons and demanding that the city 
be permitted to license the liquor traf- 
fic and regulate it to suit itself, Avithout 
interference 
by the 
federal govern- 


ment. The council builded greater than 
it knew. We have no doubt the legisla- 
tive plan will get results, even if it docs 
represent a new departure in political 
science. It is not the first time some- 
thing new has emanated from Wiscon- 


sin. 
The argument that the president 


ought to order the prohibitidh authori- 
ties not to go into Wisconsin because 
of the "almost unbroken line of sup- 
port given by the state of Wisconsin to 
the Republican party" is conclusive, 
especially Avhen superimposed on the 
"wishes of the people." 
Exceptions 


might be made of Wisconsin's repre- 
sentatives in the house and senate, but 
that is history which should be easily 
overlooked. 


As soon as the government at Wash- 


ington has granted Wisconsin permis- 
sion to have its beer and liquors with- 
out molestation by its officers, it

then be in order for the legislature to

This Avould 
probably have a. better effect.

that is accomplished

without payment of duty. 


There is, in fact, no end of "reforms" 


and privileges Wisconsin might secure

We suggest referendums on all these 


questions at the next election. We shall 
have a new dedication of freedom, and

inations of all freshmen' e'nterihg the 
Uiiiversity^of California showed that 
52 per cent of the men and 15 per 
cent of the women had ringworm 
of the feet.

Cultures 
of the fungus grow readily on" silk 
or wool. Many of the most persist- 
ent cases have been seen in persons 
who wore woolen socks; the fungus 
likes wool as of animal origin, and 
the wool keeps the skin waim and 
moist, which labors the growth of 
the fungus.

In his book, "The Hows and Whys 


of Human Behavior," Dr. 
George 


A. Dorsey devotes a chapter to the 
subject, "'U'hat 
Do Tou 
Read?" 


Most of the chapter is not devoted 
to answering that 
question 
hut 


rather to the question "What Should 
Tou ncad?" 
The preacher crowds 


out the scientist and Dorsey 
ven- 


tures to lay down what he considers 
the objectives in reading-. 


They are: he admits, different for 


different 
people. He advises 
his 


readers to take stock, find out what 
their objectives in life are and then 
make their reading 
contribute to 


reaching their goal. In other words, 
readftig- should,- broadly speaking, be 
utilitarian. 


He does riot' state it as baldly as 


that_but 'it amounts to practically 
that. 
The word "utilitarian" is of 


course- not interpreted in the sense 
which George A. Babbitt wrould use 
it, and it is possible 
that 
Dorsey 


would be able to make but a good 
case for his contention, holding that 
even the most intellectually or ar- 
tistically refined objective may 
be 


considered useful in some sense. 


But roughly the chapter seems to 


mean that jou should read to get 
somewhere. 
Reading should lead to 


action. The advice he gives is about 
the same that the highly practical 
person gives who can see nothing 
worth while in fiction or poetry or 
anything else of the sort, but who 
will tell you that you should read 
useful books that will "improve the 
mmd." 


Of course, he says at one point, 


if you are merely • after 
entertain- 


ment, then go ahead and read any

With all due respect for Dorsey, I

Charles Martmdale of Indianapolis, 
master in chancery, 
took evidence 


for t\\o jcars and, in the end. rec- 
ommended dismissal of the suit on 
grounds that the givernment had es- 
tablished no case. 


The government charged that the 


defendants had pooled their patents 
and had forced independent com- 
panies to pay royalties for their use 
and to restrict 
trade operations to 


certain areas, so as not to compete
